Method Used in Germany Said To Be 
Infallible. 
A new and simple method for test­ 
ing eg g s is published in German papers. 
It is based upon the fact that the air 
chamber in the fiat end of the eg g in­ 
creases with ag e. 
If the eg g is placed 
in a saturated solution of common salt 
it will show an increasing inclination 
to float with the long axis vertical. 
A scale is attached to the vessel con­ 
taining the salt so lutio n 
so th a t 
the inclination of the floating eg g 
to w aid tl e horizontal can be meas 
ured. 
In this way the ag e of the eg g 
can be determined almost to a day. 
A fresh eg g lies in a horizontal posi­ 
tion at the bottom of the vessel; an 
eg g from three to five days old shows 
an elevation of the flat end so that 
its long axis forms an ang le of 20 de 
g rees. 
W ith an eg g eig ht days old 
the ang le increases 
to 45 deg rees; 
with an eg g fourteen days old to 60 
deg rees, and with one three weeks old 
to 75 deg rees, while an eg g a month 
old floats vertically upon the pointed 
end.

Other ornamentations in honor of the 
baby are long silk threads, bearing lit­ 
tle circles, squares and hearts of g old 
and scarlet paper. These are festooned 
from the walls and are hung from thq 
ceiling . 
A few feet away the threads 
are Invisible and the g ay scraps of pa­ 
per appear to be floating in the air. 
For the head shaving the g uests are 
seated In a semicircle before the J oss. 
The mother is carried to a seat of 
honor to the rig ht of the joss, and the 
baby, swathed in yards of scarlet aud 
purple silk, is broug ht in on an elabo­ 
rate pillow. 
The eldest ch.11 or near­ 
est relative carr 
u g reen branch, 
crossed with th:« 
; of scarlet paper, 
and waves it slowly over the head of 
the baby. 
This wards off evil influ­ 
ences ;; 1 insures g ood health. 
After 
a quaint ceremony by the father be­ 
fore the joss the tiny forehead of the 
baby is shaved by the mother aud a 
christening similar to that of the 
Christian 
relig ion—except 
that 
the 
prayer is made to the ancestors aud 
the water used to sprinkle the baby is 
perfumed with sandalwood—is a part 
of the ceremony. 
The name by which the child is aft­ 
erward known is also bestowed by the 
mother. After the shaving of the head 
a cap of scarlet silk, with decorations 
of g old and jewels aud with a tiny 
round hole in the top, is placed upon 
the baby’s head, aud the christening 
is completed. In every Chinese family, 
however poor, a* least one banquet is 
g iven in bouor of the birth of a boy. 
The banquet viands may be only rice 
and a bit of salt flsh. and there may 
be only a Half dozen or so present. 
Nevertheless the feast is g iven, for it 
is baby’s rig ht, and the rig hts of babies 
are respected by oriental parents.—Les­ 
lie’s Weekly.

ODD BURIAL CUST OMS. 


Some 
Strang e 
O bservance* 
Am ong 
A ustralian Tribe*. 
There are some q ueer customs ob­ 
served by tbe native Australians, their 
modes of disp osing of the dead being 
noticeable and varied. 
When a mother 
loses a favorite child she carries tbe 
dead body about with her in a box or 
casing of bark until decomp osition 
forces her to disp ose of it either by 
burial or fire. 
In the case of some p rominent p erson 
of the tribe dying Ins nearest relatives 
cut off bis hands and keep them as 
sacred remembrances, only p arting with 
them after tbe odor from the dead 
members 
lias 
become 
unendurable. 
Then they are thrown into a stream, 
hidden in a hollow tree or burned. 
Women are held in such contem p t 
among the Australian tribes that often 
they receive no burial at nil, and it is 
a rare thing to see one mourned for by 
family and friends. But at tbe funeral 
of a man or boy tbe lamentations are 
loud and long, tbe female mourners be­ 
ing tbe most demonsti itive. 
W ith some of tbe tribes the p ractice 
of throwing the bodies of the dead over 
the branches of trees and leaving them 
for nature to disp ose of is observed. 


SLU G G ISH RIVERS. 


The V olg a Fall* Only About T hree 
Invites P er Mile. 
Considering its length tbe Volga is 
the most sluggish river. In 2,325 miles 
it falls only 005 feet, or slightly over 
three inches p er mile, while at one 
p oint about the middle of its course 
tbe bed is fully fifty feet below sea 
level. Thus all the w ater to th a t height 
above tbe bottom m ust be still, save 
when stirred by floods. 
The Volga also is singular among 
great rivers in having no mountainous 
course. 
It rises among marshes and 
lakes, and is so sluggish eveu thou 
that a dam has beeu erected, which 
makes it navigable from its sixty-fifth 
mile ouward. 
Almost within the his­ 
toric p eriod it must have beeu an otf- 
shoot from the Casp ian, which then 
stretched far Into the interior of Rus­ 
sia, drying up into a series of river 
connected lakes. The Volga has taken 
the p lace of these, along with many of 
their characteristics, including a gen­ 
eral sluggishness. 
The Scheldt Is p roverbially a slow 
river and is p ractically lost in a maze 
of canals, but its fall from source to 
sea is about fourteen inches in its total 
length of 249 miles.
